The tube layout of a 400 is physically the same as that for a 200, but some 
of the tubes are different. Specifically, 6V6 vs 6F6 outputs, 5U4 and 5Y3 
vs 5Z3 and 80 in ps (which you don't have...), 635 vs 6C5 for af1. The 
front panels are also essentially identical. However, the knobs are 
different. As pointed (sic) out, the bandswitch on the 400 is a long 
pointer with bands painted on the cabinet, whereas on the 200 it's a round 
knob with a flat scale and only a line on the cabinet. 


And the 400 goes to 30 MHz.

In the dark ages of 35 years ago when I was a very young ham, Tommy Ack 
significantly influenced and helped me. Altho clearly commercial (and I 


am not being critical in saying that), he always recognized me when I came 
in the store, called me by name, and helped me with whatever radio problem 
I was having.
